Allowable Subject Matter 

Election/Restrictions 



1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I in the reply filed on September 23, 2005, 
is acknowledged. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: On page 12, 
paragraph # 47 designates an array of individually controllable elements with numeral "1 14". 
But paragraph # 45 and figure 1 has used the numeral "104" to designate an array of individually 
controllable elements. Apparently numeral "1 14" should be changed to numeral "104" when 
designating individually controllable elements. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. Claims 1 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mei (U. S. 
Patent Application Publication No. 2002/0097495). Mei discloses in paragraphs # 3 1 -35, an 
array of individually controllable elements, with control signals to the individually controllable 
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elements. The individually controllable elements are turned on and off to control the pattern 
formed. The control signal to each individually controllable element depends on what the 
control signal is applied to other individually controllable elements. This control would be the 
adjusting the control signal based on the control signal to be applied to at least one other 
individually controllable element. In addition, figure 7 and paragraphs # 48 and # 49 discloses 
overlapping which again requires adjusting the control signal (see also paragraphs #58 and # 
59). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

5. Claims 12 and 13 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on September 23, 2005. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The patents cited in the PTO- 1449s are cited for the same reasons they were cited in 
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Applicant's IDSs. The patent to Goeli is cited to show fringing electric fields. The patents to 
Mala et al. and Miller et al. are cited to show fringing electric fields that are minimized by the 
use of shields.
